Informant  stated  that  if  the  San  Francisco  LCN 
family  continues  its  current  inactive  status  for  another 
ten-year -period ,  and  during  this  time  no  new  members  are 
"made,"  the  San  Francisco  "family"  will  actually  disappear 
into  oblivion,  '  He  indicated  that  this  does  not  have  to  happen 
because  there  are  many  young  eager  recruits  available  for 
membership  and  just  waiting  to  be  "made."  He  indicated  this 
could  be  done  very  easily  if  LANZA  would  lose  some  of  his 
fear  and  bring  the  family  together  and  make  some  of  the  better 
recruits . 


On  5/22/70,  LANZA,  during  surveillance  being 
conducted  in  the  vicinity  of  Sutro  and  Company,  Montgomery 
Street  in  San  Francisco,  was  contacted  by  a  Special  Agent 
of  the  FBI.

LANZA 
stated  that  he  is  on  Montgomery  Street  every  morning,  and 
although  feeling  poorly,  having  suffered  a  liver  or  kidney 
infection,  he  would  converse  with  agents  of  the  FBI  at  any 
time,  as  he  had  nothing  to  hide.

On  June  8,  1970,  SF  T1  advised  that  JAMES  J, 
LANZA  continues  to  reside  with  his  wife,  JOSEPHINE,  at 
19  Wildwood  Drive,  San  Mateo,  California.  LANZA  drives 
in  Lanza  Brothers  Company  car  to  financial  district  of 
San  Francisco  in  the  vicinity  of  Montgomery  Street  and 
California  Street  almost  every  morning,  accompanied  by 
his  brother,  ANTHONY  LANZA,  who  maintains  an  insurance 
office  with  Strong  and  Company,  58  Sutter  Street,  San 

Francisco,  and  with  I  Ison,  I  l  who _ 

operates  a  commercial  artist  office  at  I 
San  Francisco,  telephone  I  ~1.  SF  T1  advised  that 

LANZA’s  home  telephone  number  is  D13-0618,  and  indicated 
that  LANZA  could  be  contacted  at  his  home  almost  every 
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afternoon-  with  the  exception  of  the  afternoons  when  he 
attends  the  local  race  tracks  in  the  San  Francisco  area.

On  June  10,  1970,  SF  T2  advised  that  on  June  8, 
1970,  JAMES  LANZA  entered  a  hospital,  possibly  the  Mills 
Hospital,  located  in  the  vicinity  of  LANZA's  residence, 
for  a  fluoroscope  test  to  determine  the  exact  nature  of 
his  physical  condition.  According  to  SF  T2,  LANZA  recently 
had  an  x-ray  test  taken  following  an  illness.  The  x-ray 
showed  three  shadows  in  the  area  of  his  kidneys,  and  a 
fluoroscope  test  was  requested  to  determine  the  nature  of 
the  shadows . 

SF  T2  continued  that  on  June  10,  1970,  ANTHONY 
LANZA . informed  him  that  the  tests  indicate  that  JIMMY  has 
a  cist  on  his  kidneys,  which  the  doctors  believe  can  be 
removed  with  medication,  and  stated  that  the  cist  was  not 
malignant.  ANTHONY  indicated  that  an  operation  may  be 
necessary  if  medication  does  not  dissolve  the  cist. 

On  June  8,  1970,  SF  T3  advised  that  JIMMY  LANZA 
has  been  ailing  with  a  kidney  infection  for  some  time.  He 
indicated  that  preliminary  tests  revealed  the  possibility 
of  the  presence  of  a  cist  or  tumor  on  the  kidneys  and  stated 
that  LANZA  was  to  report  to  a  hospital  in  the  vicinity  of 
his  residence  on  Tuesday,  June  8,  19^7  0,  for  further  tests 
to  determine  if  an  operation  may  be  necessary. 

On  June  22,  1970,  SF  T4  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
was  in  the  hospital  for  two  days  and  that  additional  tests 
taken  indicated  the  nature  of  his  illness  to  be  a  non 
malignant  cist  on  the  kidneys.

On  May  22,  1970,  JAMES  LANZA  was  contacted  by-  Special 
Agent  (SA)  |on  the  street  in  the  vicinity  of  ^ 

Sutro  and  Company  Stockbrokers,  Montgomery  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California.  SA  1  I  identified  himself  to  Mr.  LANZA  as 

a  Special  Agent  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and 
advised  him  that  he  did  not  have  to  converse  with  SA I  I 

-could  refuse  to  answer  any  questions  and  could  terminate  the 
interview  at  any  time  he  so  desired.  He  was  advised  that  if 
he  did  converse  with  the  writer  anything  he  might  say  could 
be  used  against  him  in  any-  court  of  law. 

Mr.  LANZA  advised  that  he  had  absolutely  nothing  to. 
hide  and  had  no  objection  to  answerirg  anY  questions.  He  advised 
that  he  was  tired  of  all  the  harassment  by  law  enforcement  and 
stated  that  he  has  been  followed  and  all  his  friends  questioned 
concerning  him  and  his  activities  ever  since  "that  VALACHI"  named 
him  as  a  boss  of  the  Mafia.  LANZA  stated,  "That  VALACHI,  he  don’t 
even  know  me,  what  is  all  this  Mafia." 

LANZA  continued  that  HERB  MUDD  (former  Special  Agent  of 
the  San  Francisco  Office)  "has  been  following  me  for  seven  years. 

If  he  has  anything  on  me  why  doesn't  he  arrest  me."  LANZA  con¬ 
tinued  that  he  was  considering  reporting  the  actions  of  MUDD  and 
other  Agents  to  the  boss  of  the  San  Francisco  Office  of  the  FBI  .  . 
and  getting  an  order  to  cause  them  to  cease  the  harassment.  He 
was  invited  by  SA  |  to  go  to  the  head  of  the  San  Francisco 

Office.  He  proceeded  to  praise  his  own  life  and  stated  that  if 

the  FBI  has  really  observed  him  they  know  that  he  is  not  involved 
in  anything  and  has  worked  hard  all  his  life.  He  stated  that  he 
leaves  his  home  early  every  morning  and  goes  to  the  financial 
district  and  to  his  brother’s'  office  on  California  with  Strong 
and  Company  or  to  his  stockbroker  or  into  one  of  the  two  or  three 
banks  where  he  has  accounts.  At  11:00  AM  or  thereabout  he  picks 

his  brother  up  and  they  either  go  home  or  to  the  track.  LANZA 

advised  that  he  has  been  working  hard  all  his  life  and  he  cannot  b7c 
be  put  in  jail  for  associating  with  people  that  he  has  known  all 
his  life.  He  advised  that  ALIOTO  (referring  to  the  mayor)  spent 
a  fortune  defending  his  good  name  and  he,  LANZA,  does  not  have 
that  kind  of  money.  He  advised  that  many  of  his  friends,  including 
his  good  friend  l  have  told  him  that  the  FBI  has  questioned

He  reportedly  remains  active  in  insurance 
business  with  his  brother,  ANTHONY,  maintaining  office  space 
at  5  8  Sutter  in  the  office  of  Strong  and  Company.

RESIDENCE 


PERSONAL  HISTORY  AND  BACKGROUND 


On  August  5,  1970  spot  check  was  conducted  at  19 
Wildwood  Drive,  San  Mateo.  A  late  model  green  and  tan  Olds- 
mobile  bearing  California  License  YIK  774  was  observed  parked 
in  the  driveway.  JAMES  LANZA  was  observed  in  the  front  yard 
at  that  location. 

On  August  10,  1970,  SF-T1  advised  that  the  LANZA 
1  family  came  to  the  San  Francisco  area  from  New  York  City 
just  50  years  ago.  He  stated  that  JIMMY  LANZA'S  father 
operated  a  grocery  on  the  lower  east  side  section  of  New  York 
City* on  Chrystie  Street,  and  also  sold  real  estate.  When 
he  came  to  San  Francisco, he  reportedly  had  money  and  inves- 
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ted  it  in  real  estate.  Just  prior  to  the  depression  of  1929 
LANZA  sold  some  of  his  stock  and  was  able  to  purchase  property 
in  San  Francisco  very  cheaply.  As  a  result,  the  LANZA'S  have 
been  able  to  make  some  considerable  profits  on  the  sale  of 
various  buildings  in  San  Francisco,  Source  continued  that, 
at  present,  the  LANZA'S  have  no  holdings  of  any  property  in 
the  San  Francisco  proper,  but  still  have  property  in  the 
San  Mateo  area. 

On  August  10,  1970,  SF-T2  advised  that  the  father 
of  JAMES  LANZA  was  closely  associated  with  the  father  of 
Mayor  JOSEPH  ALIOTO  as  they  were  partners  for  approximately 
one  year  in  the  Consolidated  Fish  Company  located  on  Fisher¬ 
man's  Wharf  in  San  Francisco,  Through  the  friendship  with 
JOSEPH  ALIOTO' S  father,  JIMMY  LANZA  became  friendly  with 
JOSEPH  ALIOTO,  but  his  dealings  were  all  of  a  nature  wherein 
ALIOTO  represented  JIMMY  LANZA  on  matters  as  an  attorney. 

On  September  30,  1970,  SF-T-3  advised  that  the _ 

LANZA  family  was  one  of  the  first  investors  in  Transamerican 
Stock,  which  was  a  stock  that  many  of  the  Italians  invested 
in  in  the  1920s.  He  stated  that  the  LANZA'S  lost  money  on 
this  stock  at  the  time  the  stock  market  crashed  in  1929,  but 
were  able  to  hold  on  to  their  stock  until  it  regained  a^ 
good  portion  of  its  value,  and  also  bought  up  many  of  the 
shares  of  the  Italians  who  were  not  able  to  wait  it  out. 

They  were  selling  for  as  little  as  $2.00  a  share  and  it  returned 
to  approximately  $126,00  a  share  in  the  mid  1940s.  T-3 

stated  that  these  investments  and  mo'ney  made  on  the  olive 
packing  factory  are  the  main  reasons  that  the  LANZA  family 
is  as  well  off  as  they  are  today. 

On  July  31,  1970,  SF  T-4 ,  who  is  casually  asso¬ 
ciated  with  JAMES  LANZA,  advised  that  from  heresay  he  under¬ 
stands  that  LANZA'S  father  and  his  grandfather  were  powerful 
people  in  the  Mafia,  and  according  to  custom,  t membership  is  handed 
down.  Although  LANZA'S  brother , ' ANTHONY ,  is  the  oldest  of 
the  two,  ANTHONY  is  very  religious  and  although  custom  states 
that  the  eldest  will  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father 
and  assume  the  position  of  power,  ANTHONY  was  not  suited  for 
this  position  and  as  a  result,  JIMMY  assumed  the  position 
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and  eventually  became  the  "boss"  of  the  San  Francisco  "fam¬ 
ily"  ,  a  position  that  his  father  had  reportedly  held  before 
him.  SF  T-4-  continued  that  he  understands  that  although 
JIMMY  has  never  been  involved  in  activities  of  a  violent 
nature,  he  took  the  position  of  "boss"  because  he  feared  being 
classified  as  a  coward.  He  indicated  that  he  feels  that 
LANZA  has  never  enjoyed  this  position  and  would  gladly 
step  out  and  forget  he  has  ever  heard  of  this  organization. 

T-4  stated  that  the  LANZA  family,  like  many  Ital¬ 
ian  families  ,  are  very  close  and  when  a  function  is  held 
for  anyone  in  the  family,  the  entire  family  attends  and  the 
only  others  present  will  be  neighborhood  friends  and  a  few 
ver’y  close  associates. 

EMPLOYMENTS 


On  September  30,  1970,  SF  T-5  advised  that  JAMES 
LANZA  has  not  had  any  further  trouble  with  his  kidney  infec¬ 
tion,  and  was  informed  by  his  doctor  that  there  was  no  need 
for  him  to  return  for  further  checkups  for  approximately  six 
months.

BRUNO,  many  years  ago,  was  employed  as  a  cleanup  boy  in  some 
of  the  San  Francisco  Fisherman’s  Wharf  restaurants.

PERSONAL  HISTORY  AND  BACKGROUND 


1.  RESIDENCE

California  license  YIK  774  is  registered  to  JAMES  LANZA, 

19  Wildwood  Drive,  San  Mateo,  California)  . 

CURRENT  ACTIVITY 


On  December  21,  1971,  SF  T1  advised  that  JAMES 
LANZA  attended  the  closing  day  of  the  Thoroughbred  meeting  . 
at  Bay  Meadows  Race  Track  on  December  -21,  1971.  On  January 
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This  document  contains  noithor  recommendations  nor  conclusions  of  the  FBI.  It  is  the  property  of  tho  FBI  and  is  loaned  to 
your  agency;  it  and  its  contents  are  not  to  bo  distributed  outside  your  agency. 
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27/  1972/  SF  T1  advised  that  LANZA  has  not  been  in  attendance 
during  the  Harness  Racing  meeting  at  Bay  Meadows. 

On  December  21,  1971,  SF  T2  advised  that  JAMES 
LANZA,  on  that  day,  visited  the  Financial  District  of  San 
Francisco.  Informant  indicated  that  JAMES  LANZA  appears 
to  be  continuing  to  enjoy  good  health.  He  stated  that 
LANZA  indicated  that  most  of  his  immediate  family  were 
visiting  his  residence  during  the  approaching  Christmas 
season.  LANZA  indicated  to  SF  T2  that  he  has  not  been 
following  the  trial  of  the  BONANNO  boys,  JOSEPH,  JR.,  and 
BILL,  in  San  Jose.  He  stated  that  he  thinks  that  these 
two  are  just  a  couple  of  punks,  and  deserve  anything  they 
may  get.  (JOSEPH,  JR. ,  and  BILL  BONANNO  are  the  sons  of 
JOSEPH  BONANNO,  SR.,  who  was  a  Commission  member  of  the 
La  Cosa  Nostra  (LCN)  .  JOSEPH,  JR. ,  and  BILL  were  recently 
on  trial  in  San  Jose,  California,  for  extortion  activities.) 

SF  T2  continued  that  when  questioned  concerning 
the  present  situation  as  it  involves  GREGORY  GENOVES?, LANZA, 
advised  that  he  has  had  no  contact  with  any  of  these  people 
and  has  no  desire  to  be  in  contact  with  them,  and  as  a 
result  has  no  idea  of  the  situation ' involving  GENOVESE. 
(GREGORY  GENOVESE, who  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  the 
San  Francisco  "family"  of  the  LCN,  was  recently  involved 
in  an  automobile  accident  resulting  in  the  death  of  a 
young  girl.  GENOVESEwas  arrested  for  manslaughter  on  this 
charge. ) 


SF  T2  advised  that  LANZA  indicated  that  he  has 
been  frequenting  Bay  Meadows  Raceway  fairly  regularly,  but 
will  now  cease,  as  it  is  too  far  to  travel  to  Golden  Gate 
Raceway. 

On  January  13,  1972,  SF  T2  indicated  that  JAMES 
L2-\NZA  continues  to  frequent  the  Financial  District  of  San 
Francisco  several  times  weekly  during  the  morning  hours. 

SF  T3  advised  that  LANZA' s  wife  continues  employ¬ 
ment  as  a  clerk  at  the  Roos  Atkins  store  in  San  Mateo.  He 
indicated  that  as  LANZA's  wife's  day  off  is  Tuesday,  he 
and  she  frequently  visit  Bay  Meadows  Race  Track  on  that  day. 

SF  T3  stated  that  LANZA  indicates  that  he -has  not 
been  in  contact  with  anyone  who  he  believes  to  be  involved  • 


SF  92-123 
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in  illegal  activity,  and  stated  he  has  not  seen  BILL  SCIORTINO 
or  PHIL  MAITA  in  many  weeks.  (SCIORTINO  and  MAITA  have 
been  identified  as  members  of  the  San  Francisco  "family" 
of  the  LGN. )  SF  T3  stated  that  LANZA  strongly  emphasized 
that  he  is  not  now  and  has  not  in  the  past  been  involved 
in  any  illegal  activity,  and  knows  of  no  organized  crime 
affiliation  on  the  part  of  any  of  his  present  or  past 
associates. 

On  January  6,  1972,  SF  T4  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
continues  to  attend  Bay  Meadows  Race  Track  on  an  almost 
daily  basis.  He  stated  that  he  has  not  seen  LANZA  at 
Bay  Meadows  Race  Track  during  the  Harness  Racing  meet,  which 
began  on  December  28,  1971,  and  will  continue  through  March 
4,  1972. 

On  January  20,  1972,  SF  T5  advised  that  in  a  recent 
conversation  with  BILL  SCIORTINO,  he  questioned  SCIORTINO 
concerning  present  knowledge  of  activities  of  JAMES  LANZA. 
SCIORTINO  indicated  that  he  has  had  nothing  to  do  with 
LANZA.,  and  that  it  appears  that  LANZA  has  no  desire  to  become 
involved  with  any  of  the  former  associates  who  could  cause 
him  any  problems.

PERSONAL  HISTORY  AND  BACKGROUND 

On  April  12,  1972,  observation  of  the  premises  at 
19  Wildwood  Drive,  San  Mateo,  California,  disclosed  a  late 
model  green  Pontiac  bearing  California  license  YIK774  parked 
in  the  driveway.  This  vehicle  has  formerly  been  reported  as 
registered  to  the  Subject  residing  at  19  Wildwood  Drive, 

San  Mateo. 

The  Subject  is  retired  and  not  engaged  in  any  official 
work  capacity.  Visual  observation  of  the  400  and  500  blocks 
of  Montgomery  Street  in  the  Financial . District  of  San  Francisco 
during  the  period  May  1  -  19,  1972,  disclosed  that  the  Subject 
frequents  stock  brokerage  houses  throughout  the  Financial 
District  during  the  morning  hours. 
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On  March  21,  1972  ,.  SF  T-l  advised  that  during  a 
discussion  with  BILL  SCIORTINO,  SCIORTINO  told  him  he  had 
not  seen  LANZA  in  several  weeks  and  that  to  his  knowledge 
was  totally  inactive  in  La  Cosa  Nostra  (LCN)  affairs,  and 
was  not  desirous  of  any  association  with  LCN  members. 

On  April  21,  1972,  SF  T-2  advised  he  had  not  seen 
the  Subject  during  the  current  thoroughbred  season  at  Golden 
Gate  Fields  in  Albany,  California.  On  May  11,  1972,  SF  T-l 
advised  he  has  had  no  personal  contact  with  LANZA  since  the 
first  of  the  year  at  which  time  LANZA  indicated  he  wanted  nothing 
to  do  with  anyone  in  the  LCN7  Source  further  advised  LANZA 
reiterated  his  disinterest  in  LCN  matters  and  wanted  nothing 
to  do  with  LCN  activities. 

.  MaY  31,  1972,  SF  T-3  advised  he  had  again  been 

m  contact  with  BILL  SCIORTINO  who  told  him  certain  San 
Francisco  "family"  members  were  being  considered  for  disqualifi¬ 
cation  because  of  their  lack  of  worthiness,  one  of  whom  is  LANZA. 

On  May  17,  1972,  Mrs.  JAMES  LANZA  was  observed  in  the 
dress  department  of  the  Roos  Atkins  clothing  store  in  San  Mateo. 
It  has  been  previously  reported  that  Mrs.  LANZA  is  employed 
at  the  San  Mateo  Roos  Atkins  store. 

In  viewof  the  complete  absence  by  LANZA  of  any 
participation  in  illegal  activities  and  his  disassociation 
with  active  members  of  the  LCN  no  further  investiaation  is  being 
conducted  in  this  matter.
